CRITICIZED CANADIANS 


Colonel A. T. Hunter of Cobourg, 
in an address to the Canadian Legion, 
criticized Canadians sharply for their 
criminal negligence in not keeping 
before her people the part played by 
our troops during the war.

Surely Canadians could 
strike a happy medium between mad¬ 
dening modesty and flagrant flaunt¬ 
ing.

BOYS PARLIAMENT 

Will Gonxene at Calgary for Ninth 
Annual Session 

The Alberta Boys’ Parliament con 
! venes in Calgary for its ninth annual 
j session on Thursday, December 27. 
j This is a purely Canadian movement, 

] each province having its own parlia¬ 
mentary session, and it has grown to 
include a great proportion of the 
1 youth of the Dominion. Premier Bob 
| Bond, High River, opens the session 
at 11 a.m. Thursday December 27 in 
the Council Chambers of the City 
1 Hall. 

For the phst eight years, the party 
I system has been followed with two 
parties, the Constructive and Co-oper 
ative. Last year, the Government 
| and Cabinet agreed to abolish the 
i party system because it was felt that 
i a spirit of party allegiance rather 
than parliamentary allegiance was 
: being formed, and little animosities. 
' and differences on party lines were 
j apt to develope. 

So in -the^ ninth year of its exist- 
| ence the Boys’ Parliament opens with 
1 no party alliances, bast yehr the 
Parliament accomplished at least two 
I outstanding acts:- (1) abolishing the 
j party system; (2) extricating A(i>er- 
! ta Boys’ Work from debt. Th'is was 
! a result of the unified campaign of 
C.S.E.T. and C.G.I.T. work. For the 
first time since its institution the 
Boys’ Woi^Board is free from debt. 

1 By precedent, the Premier runs 
only once. This*> year there are three 
aspiring Premiers—Havthorn, Edition 
ton; Farrel, Edmonton;. Harvey 
Greenway, Lethbridge. 

On the second day of Parliament, the 
new Premier will he elected and take 
the reins from Bob Bond. The Cabin¬ 
et has already been chosen at a meet¬ 
ing last Saturday, at which the three 
] candidates together with Bob Bond 
j and Gordon Lapp were present. This 
i Cabinet will act with the Premier and 
the second candidate in the running 
becomes leader of the Opposition. 
Parliament this year will sit more as 
a Round Table Conference, though 
governed by all regular procedure • 

1 All are free to vote as they wish 
without party allegiance. 

Mayor Osborne acts as* Governor- 
General. And the members at the 
.session will be banqueted each day by 
Rotifryt Kiwanis, tc. 

The Cabinet meets on the evening 
of December 2(1. The session lasts 
for five days which is the longest term 
1 yet. There are seventy-five members' 
from Alberta to gather in Calgary. 
Valtance Moore is the representative 
of the High River district.

HANNAJI0SPITAL 

Th e Municipal Hospital sitiytion 
at Hanna, has been the subjecfwf an 
article in The Calgary Albertan, and 
is in turn quoted by the Hanna Her¬ 
ald, in an editorial. It is a situation 
not without interest to every Munici¬ 
pal Hospital district in the province. 
“The issue briefly is whether a muni¬ 
cipal hospital district should be con¬ 
centrated under one roof or whether 
its expansion should take the form 
of branch hospitals. Last spring a 
by-law was submitted .to the support¬ 
ers of the district to provide for the 
enlargement of the Hanna hospital. 
It was defeated, principally by the 
residents of Craigmyle and others in 
the west end of the district who had 
made it known that they would not 
be satisfied with anything less than 
a hospital of their own. Whether the 
foundation of this was expediency as 
conceived by Craigmyle or simply lo¬ 
cal pride, is not quite apparent, but 
in any event it conflicted with the 
policy of the Hospital Board and re¬ 
sulted in the present impasse. 

Unless the present difficulties are 
atisfactorily overcome, there is dan¬ 
ger that the situation in Hanna Muni¬ 
cipal District may be reproduced 
many times throughout the province 
and the whole Municipal Hospital Dis 
trict scheme be in danger of failing 
in one of its most useful functions of 
being able to administer the greatest 
good for the greatest number at min¬ 
imum expenses. 

The Minister of Public Health has 
agreed to meet the supporters of the 
Hanna district on December 18. Un¬ 
doubtedly it is a delicate matter with 
which the minister has been called up 
on to deal and all interested Tn^Mun¬ 
icipal Government will be interested 
in the outcome. 


ALBERTAHfROINE 

A tale is being ,told of the match¬ 
less heroism of Rosetta Annets, nine 
year old girl of northern Alberta, 
who on a Saturday night two weeks 
ago, rescued seven other children 
from a blazing house. Her unparal- 
lelel courage hak so moved the towns 
and cities of the north, that the story 
is being repeated far and wide 
through the Rress, with the hope 
that some recognition may be made 
of the deed. 

The house was the property of Al¬ 
exander Rennie, Soldier Settlement 
man, separated from his wife. Mr. 
and Mrs. Annets, with their brood of 
children, lived with him. On Satur¬ 
day night, Rennie and Mr. and Mrs. 
Annets motored to Edmonton for the 
evening. 

Much later, Rosetta wakened from 
sleep to hear a noise Kke the back¬ 
firing of an auto. She got up to 
make' sure and gxiing down»stairs she. 
found the kitchen full of smoke and 
flames issuing from a cupboard under 
the stairs, upstairs she ran to the 
two bedrooms where the children 
were sleeping. The baby, a few 
months old, was carried down to safe 
ty. Six trips she made up the burning 
stairs guiding each child- down care¬ 
fully. Each time she deposited her 
precious charges in an old car in the 
l*farm yard. The last time the paint 
on the stairs was blistered under her 
feet and flames shot about her. But 
just as she thought she s had them all 
safe, she discovered that four year 
hid Barbara Rennie had wandered 
back into the house out. of the cold 
and was missing. 

Once more Rosetta rushed back to 
the blazing house, but she could not 
enter and was obliged to turn back, 
leaving little Barbara to her fate. 
Her next care was to cover the babies 
warmly. She ran to the bam found 
horseblankets and tucked them all 
warmly into the old disused car. 

When Rennie and Annets returned 
about 11:30 the house was a charred 
ruin. Terrified they jumped from the 
car, thinking the eight little bodies 
would be in the ashes or under fallen 
timber. Then a voice called “Mother 
mother, Rarbara is burned.’’ There 
were the children safe and sleepy ex¬ 
cept for little Barbara. 

How the fire started is unknown, 
as all fires were out but the cupboard 
from which flames seemed to break 
out, may have contained matches at 
which mice nibbled. The burning of 
his house has left Rennie, the soldier, 
almost destitute. 

All over the country school child¬ 
ren are reading in their books of 
deeds which cannot compare with 
this act for unwavering devotion and 
enduring courage. All over the,world 
dare-devil stunts are being acclaimed 
as “heroism” when no good purpose 
is served. 

And in our own province is this 
nine year old child who went back 
and back in the teeth of the flames 
till she had rescued as she supposed 
every baby in her charge. And then, 
still practical and level headed, she 
saw that they were tucked away 
warmly. If she had not returned from 
her sixth trip, would anyone have 
known the story as it happened ? 

Rosetta Annets is a child of poor 
parents. Her future promises any¬ 
thing but a flowery path, unless in 
some way the public takes a hand. If 
she never again accomplished anoth¬ 
er deed she would have a full score 
of heroism to her credit.

When the new Archbishop of Can¬ 
terbury was enthroned in England 
last week, representatives of the free 
churches were invited for the first 
time in history, to join in the prayers 
for the new head of the Anglican 
Church. 

A monoplane is being built by a 
British company and will be put to 
test in the Spring. It is a single- 
seater, capable of travelling 300-tuiles 
an hour and is being built with great 
secrecy. If perfected, its speed alone, 
would revolutionize air fighting. 

.Canada’s agricultural wealth is es 
tipiated at $7,820,(8)0,000 and the 
amount of capital invested in agricul 
turc, the basic industry of the Domin 
ion, is about $3,800,(8)0,000. Total 
figures look large. The farmer is in¬ 
terested in wealth and income as it 
applies to himself—but that is anoth¬ 
er story. i 

It is gratifying to learn that the 
surplus for Alberta in the last fiscal 
period totalled $279,763.13. It is al¬ 
so pleasing to have it said that the 
provincial railways and telephones 
Will show satisfactory results. These 
are concrete evidences that efficiency 
and economy are being practiced by 
the provincial administration. 

Parkland people are becoming en¬ 
raged at the number of turkey .thefts 
which have been perpetrated. Matty 
suffered severely througli frost and 
hail and were counting on their 
broods of turkeys to bring in some 
revenue. So it is in no tolfcrant spir¬ 
it that they, view the bare roosts 
where their turkeys should be and 
are not. 

The chap who says nothing often 
gets the reputation of knowing a 
good deal. President Coolidge built 
up quite a name through looking 
wise.

Last year the Ottawa 
House of Commons curtailed its 
speeches and speech makers. Alberta 
is following suit., in its next legisla¬ 
tive gathering. Pretty soon a man 
won’t be able to talk as much as he 
wants to, any place, except home— 
and then, will he? 

Mr. David Iilacklock of Turner 
Valley received on Saturday, two 
crates of pheasants from London, On 
tario. There were two cocks and fif¬ 
teen hens in the shipment. These 
birds were purchased by the Fish 
and Game Association and by Mr. 
Blacklock himself. He wifi hold them 
until spring and then release them, 
to surrounding farms where they will 
be guarded. 

Research workers say that the av¬ 
erage glowing child can. be fed at 
minimum cost of 57.31 cents a day, 
while his parents may be fed at the 
minimum of 44.58 cents a day. The 
difference is in the requirement of a 
quart of milk for each child, as 
against a pint for an adult. The 
greatest food deficiency is in the ten 
deny 10 pass up coarse foods in fa¬ 
vor of the refined products. 

A manufacturing plant which will 
employ in the neighborhood of one 
hundred and sixty men will be built 
in Calgary during the coming season 
by the Manitoba Rolling Mills Co. 
of Winnipeg, it was announced dur¬ 
ing the past week, following nego¬ 
tiations with the city from which a 
tract of land has been purchased. 
Plans are already under way for the 
construction of the large modern 
plant which will cost some $4(8),(8)0. 

ifty pairs of Bob White quail have 
been imported from the state of Mis¬ 
sissippi by the Calgary Fish and 
Game Association. The birds will be 
wintered in pens in Calgary and will 
be turned out in the surrounding dis¬ 
trict! before the nesting season next 
spring. This experiment is being 
made by the association in the hope 
that this choice game bird will flour¬ 
ish in Alberta as have a number of 
other species introduced during the 
past few years. 

Negotiatidhs have been completed 
between the Alberta Government and 
a firm of Japanese importers headed 
by Captain T. Kawakami with bead- 
quarters in Yokahama, for the ship¬ 
ment of twenty-one head of choice 
Holstein cattle from this province to 
Japan. The cattle chosen for this 
consignment have been selected from 
a number of dairy herds in different 
parts of the province and include sev 
eral cows with high milk records. A 
number of these cows along with two 
bulls will jirovide foundation stock 
for improved dairy herds in Japan. 
The Japanese Government also is 
anxious to import Alberta hogs but 
difficulties have been encountered 
with the transportation and insurance 
companies and no shipments will be 
made until these matters can be ad 
justed.
